TOMATOES are a must for the 
Freedom garden and lf It Is too 
■mall for a planting of them they 
can be grown in pots or boxes 
on a sun porch or terrace. 
A few tom ato plants properly 
cared for in porch containers will 
produce salad crops for a good- 
size family, providing, of course, 
th a t they can be placed so as to 
obtain lots of sunshine. 
Tomato plants placed In a tub, 
box or large pot, as illustrated 
In 
the 
accompanying 
Garden- 
Graph, can be attractive, as well 
aa useful, on porch or terrace. 
The harvest of fruit from a 
limited number of plants can be 
multiplied by trimming the plants 
bark to one stem and keeping 
them well watered. 
When cut 
back to one stem the plant should 


be tied to a stake placed firmly 
in the container. 
The plants should be tied to 
the stakes in several places as 
they grow in height, as illus­ 
trated.

No one has brought charges against John
